The last of thin month and the first 


of.Iuly will see two large squadrons 
assembled in Newport 
llarhor, one 


composed of ships flying the flag of 
(Jreat Mrilain and the other the North 
Atlantie.Sqnadron under command of 
that famous admiral, Fighting Bob 
Evans. It has been a long dine since 
such a collection of fighting vessels nan 
been asseuinled here, and the occasion 
bbould be a notable one. In all proba- 
bility the two fleets will be here over 
the Fourth of July, aud If so there will 
be au opportunity for a celebration on 
Independence Day tbat will surpais all 
previous records. The occasion should 
not be neglected. By intelligent co-op- 
eration ou the part of the city council, 
the Citizens Business Association and 
citizens generally hosts of .strangers 
could be brought to Newport at that 
time. 


The British squadron Is coming to 


this country ou a friendly visit. It will 
be under the command of Prince Henry 
of Batteuburg aud will be composed of 
eight vessels of the latest type in the 
British service. 
The personnel of the 


fleet will number something more than 
four thousand. A visit will be paid by 
Prince Henry upon the President at 
Oyster Bay and President Roosevelt 
will return the courtesy by a call upon 
the Prince while tlie fleet is at Newport. 
While the British Squadrou is In New- 
port the North Atlantic Squadron, un- 
der the command of Hear Admiral 
Robley D. Evans, will also lie heie as a 
mark of honor to the visitors. 


Such a gathering Of the strong light- 


ing fleets of two powerful countries 
should serve to bring many visitors 
here to see them, aud tbe city should 
take steps to recoguize the presence of 
tbe visitors aud If possible arrange for 
some kind of demonstration in their 
honor.

To the unrivalled Heel above 
mentioned is now added tlie great 
modern sleamer Providence which will 
take her place on the Providence Line 
from New York on Monday, June olh, 
1905, die beginning of die period of 
summer passenger eervice via that 
route. 


The new Providence is the fourth of 


her name and joins her sister ships, tbe 
Priscilla, Puritan, Plymouth and Pil- 
grim, which comprise Ihe fleet opera- 
ling the Fall River Line aud the Provi- 
dence Line. She Is designed primari- 
ly for use on the Providence Liue, but 
there are times, especially in winter, 
when she will be operated on the Fall 
River Line. 


The Providence was designed by Mr. 


George Pierce, the late Superlutendent 
of marine construction of the Fall 
River, Providence, aud other Sound 
Lines, whose death occurred soou after 
the contract for the steamer was made, 
and was built by the Fore River Ship 
Building Company of Qulucy, Maw., 
under the supervision of Mr. Steveuson 
Taylor, consulting engineer, and Mr. 
J. Howland Garduer, who succeeded 
Mr. Pierce as superintendent of marine 
construction. The cost of construction 
was over $1 ,IJOO,000, which was about 
tbe cost of die steamer 
Providence 


built m 1806 for the old Bristol Line, 
which at the time of her construction 
was the finest steamboat In thu world. 


Although she resembles in a general 


way the various other vessels of the 
fleet, she possesses the Inestimable ad- 
vantage of being right up to the minute 
In all those countless details of beauty 
and comfort that are only* possible In 
the newest creations. She is nearly of 
tbe same tonnage and dimensions as tbe 
Puritan and Is quite like that vessel |in 
her fittings and furnishings though dif- 
fering somewhat in outward design. 


lu general appearance she somewhat 


resembles 
a 
propeller, her 
paddle 


wheels being so enclosed that tbe con- 
tour of tbe bout remains unbroken by 
thu usual paddle wheel box, aud this 
illusion is heightened by the fact that 
her engines are of the double Inclined 
compound type, similar to those on 
the sieamers Priscilla and Plymouth, 
without the walking-beam chara -leris- 
llc of die Purilan. She is smaller Ihan 
the Priscilla, the largest of the Fall 
River Line fleet, ai d larger Ihan ttie 
Plymouth and Pilgrim, her dimensions

The appliances inr-lalled for fire pro- 


tection ale most thorough and much in 
advance of statutory requirements. Two 
powerful pumps arc installed on tho 
mam deck forward, in lire proof en- 
closures; the-je pumps are under- die 
control of the engine room stall'. From 
these pumps are laid four separate and 
independent lire mains of cop per tubing. 
I f u n n i n g the entire length ol tlie. vessel 
these mains have at intervals a tolal of 
45 plugs to which are attached sufli- 
clenl lengths of lire hose of the finest 
quality;a!sothreu large It inch deck hand 
pumps 
with dnecl connection,, the 


valves being controlled from die deck. 
In addition lo this service.the vessel is 
well equipped in all parts with minor 
appliances, such as axes, chemical ex- 
tinguishers and water buckets. 


Tbe life saving appliances consist of 


twelve life boats, each 20 feet 7 inches 
by '2 feet 0' iuches, leu.life rafts, '10 feet 
by liii iuches, one Lyle line-throwing 
mm to make shore connection, aud 
1400 cork life preservers, each of ample 
buoyancy to support Indefinitely one 
person, so that il will readily be seen 
that everything which foresight could 
suggest has been done to provide for 
the safely of all ou board. 


The Providence is propelled by Iron 


feathering wheels 2UA feet In diameter, 
with twelve buckets each 1H feet long 
by 4-feet wide. The wheels are actuated 
by double inclined Compound engines 
of 5000 H. P., with two high pressure 
cylinders, each 44 Inches in diameter, 
and two low pressure cylinders each 88 
Inches in diameter, the plstou having it 
9 foot stroke. Steam is supplied from 
six Scotch boilers built for a maximum 
working pressure of 152 pouuds. 


The electric light generating plant 


consists of three 50 K. W. Genera! jiiec- 
Iric direct connected marine generating 
sets with vertical tandem conj|)ound 
engines, operated al 110 volts direct 
current Ht 350 r. p. m. The plant is 
located in the engine room enclosure 
on the main deck and distributlou is 
made ou the two-wire system. 


The general style of the interior arch- 


itecture aud decoration of Ihe Provi- 
dence is French Renaissance, influ- 
enced by the period of Louis XVI, this 
character of decoration work lending it- 
self particularly well to the flowing 
lines of marine architecture. The color 
throughout the major portion of the 
steamer is of rich old ivory,accentuated 
with gold in tbe prominent relief parts. 
The beautifully designed Iron work in 
the balustrade Is painted a dull black, 
makiug a pleasing contrast to die inner 
tints of tha sleamer. The electric light 
fixtures are of burnished gold finish 
and are so distributed among the deco-

CATERPILLARS AND LAW. 


AclIniiH AKHlntt tlie IiistH'Ls In the 


Courts uf France. 


In the year ITiJ.'j tlio owners of the 


rlucyunls of St. .TtiliMii, Ssivoy. Kmnce, 
solennily took action in the l:i\v courts 
aiininst a host of hungry caterpillars 
which had played havoc with their 
vines. This grave matter was referred 
to arnitrotlon and came in dne course 
before 
the bishop as 
ecclesiastical 


Judge. 


Two lawyers were retained in the In- 


terest of the insect ravagers. letters ad- 
monishing them to discontinue their 
mischief were issued, and a commis- 
sion sat to estimate the damage done. 
The judge held that no hasty division 
should be given, since it WHS possible 
that the caterpillars had not acted ma- 
liciously, but had been sent as a 
scourge. 


At the end of a year from the first

LONDON WHITEHALL. 


It Wan Knon-n a« York Houne rntll 


Cnrdlnal Wolno'n Pull. 


Old Westminster palace wus the Lon- 


don residence of the archbishops of 
York aud wus known as York House 
or York Place down to the reign of 
Henry VIII. On the downfall of Cardi- 
nal Wolsey, 1B20, York House was de- 
livered and confirmed by charter to the 
kins, who chanjfed its name to White- 
ball. 


There were already several White- 


balls in the country, and the choice of 
the name in this Instance may hare 
been due to new buildings of whit* 
itone, added by Henry VIII., which 
contrasted with the red brick In gen- 
eral use. Another conjecture Is that the 
king wished to emphasize the depth of 
the cardinal's fall by erasing the very 
name of the palace so clearly associated 
with his elevation to power and posi- 
tion.

speare's view, for in Henry VIIJ. we 
read: 
Sir, you must no more call It York Place: 
that's past 


For. since the cardinal foil, that title's 


lost.

If the continuance of the war

If, on the other hand, it 
believes that the continuance of the 
war will strengthen the revolutionary 
agitation and increase the demand for 
reforms which would amouut to the 
overthrow of the bureaucratic power, 
peace may be expected as soon as the 
negotiations can be concluded.

A foul 
blow, like a blow below the belt, Is de- 
barred. If oue of t he lighters is knocked 
down he la given a certain specified 
number of seconds to rise to his feet in 
order that he may continue the contest. 
In football, iu baseball aud rowing aud 
In all sports, there are rules of the game 
which must be observed by all tbe 
players. 
If they violate one of tbe 


rules they are subject to severe penal- 
ties. 
If the violation is of a vital rule 


they are thereafter debarred from the 
game. 


Now In the competition for trade,

Then we have a couditlou 
in which the strongest and the most 
unscrupulous are In the mastery with 
the logical result—monopoly, when all 
competition ceases, (me competitor hav- 
ing overcome and destioyed all the oth- 
ers.

about the need of free competition that 
la subject to no Interference or regulatiou 
by the goveruiem. Such talk, strange 
to say, comes in uiauy cases from the

:ions and who adopt certain methods 
for the purpose of regulating aud iu 
some cases of destroying competition. 
[Jut now they want the government to 
keep its hands oti; and leave everything, 
as they say, to the operation of the law

and regulation amounts to is simply 
he establishing of certain rules of the

tary Taft's frank statement, made as 
chairmau of the convention, that the 
majority iu Congress will be compelled 
to take souie action with a view to ob- 
viating the steady deficit does not agree 
with that made at St. Louis by Secre- 
tary Shaw, recently, when he wild, 
11 We are not worried about the deficit," 
but Mr. Taft's version, is the oue enter- 
tained by the Presideut aud a majority 
of the iu»uibers of his cabinet. 
Secre- 


tary Tart told the Ohio Convention that 
Congress would have to restore the war 
taxes, increase the iuternal revenue 
taxes, or so re-adjust the tariff as lo 
augment fis revenue producing power. 


Speaking to a high protection State 


like Ohio, Secretary Taft 
doubtless 


deemed It wise to go no further than lo 
present the alternatives, but there Is no 
doubt, iu the minds of those who have 
discussed the subject recently with Mr. 
Taft,that be belie vest he larifl'scheduies 
should be readjusted, as do all the 
members of the Cahiuet, except Secre- 
taries Shaw, Wiloou aud Melcalf, all 
of whom are inveterate stand patters. 


There are strong indications that the 


tariff readjustment policy will leceive 
considerable help from a uew aud un- 
expected source, namely from some of 
the moat influential of the protected 
interests. Several managers of legiti- 
mate beneficiaries of the protective tai iff 
have advised the t'rsjxideut that their 
Industries are over protected. 
Para- 


doxical as they may seem their second 
statement on the subject seems even 
more so. They say that there are too 
large profits iu their respective lines. 
In elucidation of this statement, how- 
ever, they make It clear to anyone who 
takes the trouble to think. 
They say 


that with the Infill' to high as to pre- 
sent the alluring possibility of Inordi- 
nate profile, uew aud inexperienced 
business men are proue to rush iuto tbe 
iuduatry and establish small plants 
which iuvariably come to financial 
grief iu a short time. Were these little 
fellows allowed to pass through a 
period of financial stress, ultimately to 
fail, they would naturally sell their 
products at reduced prices to secure the 
much needed "ready cash" aud so de- 
moralize the entire market. To avoid 
this undesirable result, the large pro- 
ducers buy up the smaller aud weak 
competitors and are ofteu compelled to 
do so at a serious loss, because the little 
fellows 
iuvariably 
overvalue 
their 


plaut aud stock. Moreover, even at 
fair valuatiou, these additioual plants 
are seldom worth much to the larger 
concerns which are already provided 
with all the machinery, etc., thut they 
require. To make these purchase? the 
larger concerns are compelled, as a 
rule, to issue additioual stocks or bouds 
and these increased liabilities are pre- 
judicial to the interests of the stock 
holders. 
Therefore, argue the pro- 


tected manufacturers, It would be more 
beneficial were tbe tarif! schedules re- 
duced to a reasonable basis, the over- 
plus ol domestic competition cmtailed 
and Ihe market kept steady. 
It will, 


of course, be obvious to the reader thai 
thl* argument Is advanced only by the 
managers of legitimate manufacturing 
concerns which make their profits out 
of those trusts wtiose prolits are largely 
computed of the margins on stock 
manipulations in Wall stieet. 


The Senate committee on Interstate 


Commerce has finally adjourned, after 
taking testimony on the railway rate 
question for upwards of thirty davsj 
without action. At the executive wes- 
sion of the committee held after the 
last heariug, however, it was developed 
thai the committee is unanimously op- 
posed to the character of legislation 
recommended by the Presideut. 
The 


committee will meet again two weeks 
before Congress convenes aud will re- 
port a bill with which it hopes to head 
off the passage by the House of a meas- 
ure In accord with the views of the 
President. This bill will amplify the 
Elkins autl-rebate law so as to prevent 
any possibility of rebates, which curtail 
the profits of the railroads. 
It will 


place ihe private car Hues uuder the 
supervision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the results of which will 
be problematical. Ic will uot delegate 
to tbe Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion the power to fix a maximum rate 
where the existing rate is found to be 
unjust aud instead of increasing the 
salaries of the Interstate Commerce 
Commissioners, so that that body may 
be made more efficient, as the Presi- 
dent desires, it will diminish the duties 
of the Commission and make it a less 
important body. 


What the result will be when the ir- 


resistable force in "the White House 
meets the Immovable force in the Sen- 
ate, no man can foretell. That will be 
one of the most extensive subjects of 
speculation throughout the uext session 
and the results promise to be iutsreat- 
ing iu themselves aud iu their effect, 
whatever they may be. Of course the 
railroad men are delighted with what 
tl.ey are pleased to term a vindication 
of their opinions, but Ihose who have 
been long familiar with the committee 
and its views never anticipated any 
oilier result. Strong pressure is beiug 
brought to bear on the President to 
forego his purpose of calling Congress 
in special session on October IS.

Alfonso of Spain and President 


Loubet Were In Carriage at 
Which Missile Was Aimed- 
Several Persons Arc Ilurt 


Paris. June 1.—An attempt to as- 


sassinate King Alfonso was made at 
midnight. 
As the king drove with 


President I.uiib*-t from ti gain perform- 
ance at tho (Jrand Opera bouse a bomb 
thrown by an anarchist exploded with 
deadly el'fei-t near tbe royal carriage. 


As if by u miracle both tlu- king and 


the president, escaped uninjured, but 
fragments of the deadly missile se- 
riously injured live persons, killed or 
maimed a number of cavalry horses 
forming the escort and knocked out a 
child's eye. 
Intense excitement fol- 


lowed the incident. 
The 
king and 


president retained their presence of 
mini!. 


The person who is believed to have 


thrown tbe bomb has beuu 
arrested 


with two others who are thought to 
have been implicated in the plot. 


The opera performance went without 


u hitch. At the close of the perforn.- 
ance the king and president took seats 
side by side in the royal carriage and 
the vehicle started off, surrounded by 
several squadrons of cuirassiers, 
to- 


wards the Avenue de 1'Opera. 
The 


space around the operu bouse was 
cleared for 200 yards, but the avenue 
was packed with a dense throng. 


When the king's carriage pussed at 


a gallop, followed by others containing 
the diplomatic corps and the 
minis- 


ters, llie crowd cheered itself hoarse, 
shouting "l.ontf live the kinji!" 
and 


"Long live the president;" The proces- 
sion arrived iit the end of tbe Avenue' 
de 1'Upera and crossed tbe Place The- 
atre Frnncais, whefe were assembled at 
least 1300 persons in the Hue dc Kol.nn, 
a short street forming practically a 
continuation of the Avenue de I'Opera. 


There a man sprang forward wltL his 


arm raised In the air. and before thf 
Cordon of police could prevent liU", 
he, without uttering a word, threw a 
projectile in the direction of the royal 
carriage. 
The 
police 
Immediately 


rushed toward him. 


At that' moment a deafening explo- 


sion occurred. 
Cries from tbe crowd 


were heard and a scene of Intense ex- 
citement began, the crowd surging to 
and fro. 
Soldiers were seen to fall, 


but as the flash from tbe bomb died 
out It was observed that the king and 
tbe president had not been struck and 
their carriage proceeded on its way.
